Mr. Messick submitted to the 
Board of Trustees page 1 of his 3 page 
medical history covering the time he was 
in the United States Navy. He agreed to 
submit the complete report: to the Medical 
Director, Dr. Henry. 


Dr. Henry answered questions regard- 
ing Patrolman Messick’s physical condi- 
tion and after further discussion the fol- 
lowing action was taken.
